Denver (Gol,), October 31st.—Denver has 
boeo in the hands of a mob for eight hours, 
and there are now fully 1,500 rioters in the 
streets. The trouble has been growing for 
days. It was discovered a week ago that 
there were fully 3,000 illegal names regis­ 
tered in this city, and immediately after* 
wards the streets were filled with strangers 
of the worst character. Ever since the pub­ 
lication of the forged Garfield letter violent 
partisans have striven to make an issue of 
the Chinese question, and the Democratic 
press has been filled with articles asserting 
that as soon as Garfield was elected the State 
would be flooded with Chinese, and all white 
labor driven out. Saturday night the Demo­ 
crats had a procession, carrying transparen­ 
cies with inscriptions and cartoons tending to 
excite animosity against the Chinese, A 
considerable portion became intoxicated, and 
remained out all night. This noon they 
made an 
ASSAULT ON THE CHINESE HOUSES, 
Tearing down the buildings and driving out 
the Chinese. 
One was dragged from Hop 
Lee’s place with a rope about his neck and his 
aknli crushed in with boots and bricks. The 
police were called out, but were unable to 
control the mob. 
The Fire Department 
was. ordered to throw water on the rioters, 
but the mob attacked them and badly 
wounded two firemen. 
Many Chinamen 
were fatally beaten, and one was rescued by 
the police and taken to jail, which was im­ 
mediately surrounded by a mob of about 
1,000, who hurrahed for Hancock and yelled, 
“ Lynch the leper.” Special police managed 
to keep back the crowds. The other mob 
remained intact in the lower part of the 
city. About dark they were 
ENTIRELY BEYOND CONTROL, 
And marched from street to atreet, gut­ 
ting the China 
houses wherever they 
saw them, and assaulting citizens. 
On 
Lawrence street, from an isolated tene­ 
ment, a Chinaman was seen dragged, his ears 
cut off and otherwise terribly mutilated. He 
was finally rescued in a dying condition, 
placed in a carriage and driven towards the 
city jafl. At Sixteenth street an unsuccess­ 
ful effort was made to drag him from the 
wagon. Several are reported killed, but the 
oondition of the streets is such that it is im­ 
possible at this hour to get a definite report. 
Many colored men were knocked down and 
beaten. At this hour the rioters are 
STILL ON THE STREETS IN FULL FORCE. 
Special police have been sworn in to the 
number of 3C0. There is a great deal of in­ 
cendiarism to-night, and the Fire Depart­ 
ment has been called to be ready at the 
slightest warning. Reports of pistols are 
heard all over town, and the militia will 
be called out. Threats have been freely 
made that the Tribune office would be 
sacked, but though the mob have been 
howling across the Btreet from it no attack 
has been made as yet. 
Citizens, irrespective 
of party, are intensely indignant. 
The 
transparencies carried in the Democratic pro­ 
cession Saturday night were directed to the 
Chinese, and this, with a constant repetition 
of the Garfield forgery are the causes of tbe 
riot. There is a dangerous night ahead. The 
Chinese population here cannot exceed 150, 
all told, and from the beginning of this dis­ 
graceful riot not a single incident is reported 
of anyone of them having resisted the on­ 
slaught. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Denver, October 31st.—At this time 
(11:30) everything is quiet, the mob having 
dispersed ; but a large police force is patrol- 
inj the streets, and the militia are ready for 
action at 'a moment’s notice. The report of 
the Chinaman having his ears cut off is a mis­ 
take, but several had their cues cut off. All 
the saloons are closed, with orders to 
remain so until after the election. The riot­ 
ers gutted every China house in town with two 
or three exceptions. One Chinaman was 
hung over his front door, and several badly 
beaten and wounded with stones and other 
missiles. In nearly every instance police­ 
men rescued the Chinamen through the back 
door while the mob were forcing the front 
door. Four or five rioters were slightly 
wounded, one seriously, being shot in the 
right side. 
. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
New Yobk, November 1st—a. m.—The 
HeraUTs Denver special says : The mob is 
immense in proportion, and at 1 o’clock to­ 
night is going through the streets visiting all 
the Chinese houses and gutting them. An 
extra force of police and Deputy Sheriffs, 
numbering qnite 2,000, have been sworn in, 
and have once fired with blank cart­ 
ridges into the mob. The last report is 
that one Chinaman, far np town, was 
killed outright. 
Many persons have been 
knocked down. There are thousands of peo­ 
ple on the streets, and the air is full of cries, 
“ The Chinese must go,” and “ Hurrah for 
Hancock.” Intense excitement prevails, and 
there is great fear of the consequences. The 
mob is unorganized, and has developed no 
leader, which is one saving feature. 


Tbe idea which baa prevailed that the Kukiux 
were simply rough, lawless, irresponsible young 
rowdies Is a singularly absurd reflection on the 
“ best” cls s s a tlieir*power and inherited author­ 
ity over their poorer neighbors. 
The minority 
which forced an overwhelming majority into what 
the victims themselves termed “ the rich man’s war 
and the poor man’s fight,” is still omnipotent in the 
domain of Southern pnblic opinion. If they had 
disapproved of tbe doings of these men, the Ulan 
would have shriveled before the first breath at d«- 
nundation.—(Judge Tonrgee.

The first number of the Herald, pub­ 
lished at Gridley, Butte county, has made 
its appearance. 
Its columns are full 
of interesting local news, and its advertis­ 
ing patronage is excellent. 
In fact, its ap­ 
pearance indicates that it has “ come to 
stay.” 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad has had a contract let for sinking 
four artesian wells between San Marcial 
and the Jorhada, Col. In order to secure 
a sufficient supply of water while these 
wells are being sunk, the company will 
have four large tanks built at San Marcial. 
The Contra Costa Oazetle says : From 
such information as we have been able to 
obtain, we are convinced that the aggre­ 
gate wheat product of the couDty this sea­ 
son exceeds 50,000 tons, or 1,000,000 cen­ 
tals, and much the larger portion of this 
quantity is still held by the producers, 
comparatively little having been yet sold. 
The San Bernardino Index givee the 
following statistics of the honey produc­ 
tion of that county for the past year : Ex­ 
tracted honey, 350,000 pounds; comb 
honey, 100,000 pounds. 
There are at 
present about 6,000 stand of bees in that 
county, and it is estimated that the num­ 
ber at the commencement of the season 
was 4,000, an increase of fifty per cent. 
At a special meeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the State Insane Asylum at 
Stockton Friday the acceptance of the bid 
of Terrell & Slaven of San Francisco for 
the construction of the new asylum was 
rescinded, and the bond accompanying it 
canceled. A resolution authorizing tna 
Secretary of the Beard to communicate 
with the State officers to obtain their con­ 
sent for the awarding of the contract to the 
next lowest bidder was adopted. 
Graders on the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road are now engaged between Glendive, 
the point of intersection with the Yellow­ 
stone, and the mouth of Powder river. 
Before reaching the Little Missouri there 
is a cut of eleven feet through a bed of 
coal or lignite. 
Flat cars can be run under 
tbe walls of this cut, and easily loaded 
with coal, which is utilized in making the 
embankment further on, -as are also the 
petrified stumps of trees fonnd along the 
many odd-shaped geological formations of 
the Bad Lands.

RIOT AT DENVER. 


The City in the Hands of a 
Mob of Roughs. 


THE 
AUTH0RITIFS 
POWEBLESS. 


Chinese Houses Attacked and the 
Inmates Badly Injured.

D en v er (Gol.), October 3tst.—Denver has 
been in the hands of a mob for eight hours, 
and there are now fully 1,300 rioters in the 
streets. The trouble has been growing for 
days. It was discovered a week ago that 
there were fully 8,000 illegal names regis­ 
tered in this city, and immediately after­ 
wards the streets were filled with strangers 
of the worst character. Ever since the pub­ 
lication of the forged Garfield letter violent 
partisans have striven to make an issue of 
the Chinese question, and the Democratic 
press has been filled with articles asserting 
that as soon as Garfield was elected the State 
would be flooded with Chinese, and all white 
labor driven out. Saturday night the Demo­ 
crats had a procession, carrying transparen­ 
cies with inscriptions and cartoons tending to 
excite animosity against the Chinese. A 
considerable portion became intoxicated, and 
remained o.'t all night. This noon they 
made an 


ASSAULT ON THE CHINESE HOUSES, 
Tearing down the buildings and driving out 
the Chinese. 
One was dragged from Hop 
Lee’s place with a rope about his neck and his 
skull crushed in with boots and bricks. The 
police were called out, but were unable to 
control the mob. 
The Fire Department 
was. ordered to throw water on the rioters, 
but the mob attacked them and badly 
wounded two firemen. 
Many Chinamen 
were fatally beaten, and one was rescued by 
the police and taken to jail, which was im­ 
mediately surrounded by a mob of about 
1,000, who hurrahed for Hancock and yelled, 
“ Lynch the leper.” Special police managed 
to keep back the crowds. The other mob 
remained intact in the lower part of the 
city. About dark they- were 


ENTIRELY BEYOND CONTROL, 
marched from street to street, gnt- 
tne China 
houses wherever they 
tbem, and assaulting citizens. 
On 
Lawrence street, from an isolated tene­ 
ment, a Chinaman was seen dragged, his ear3 
cut off and otherwise terribly mutilated. He 
was finally rescued in a dying condition, 
placed in a carriage and driven towards the 
city jail. At Sixteenth street an unsuccess­ 
ful effort was made to drag him from the 
wagon. Several are reported killed, but the 
oondition of the streets is such that it is im­ 
possible at this hour to get a definite report. 
Many colored men were knocked down and 
beaten. At this hour the rioters are 


STILL ON THE STREETS IN FULL FORCE. 
Special police have been sworn in to the 
number of SCO. There is a great deal of in­ 
cendiarism to-night, and the Fire Depart­ 
ment has been called to be ready at the 
slightest warning. Reports of pistols are 
heard all over town, and the militia will 
be called out. Threats have been freely 
made 
that the Tribune office would be 
sacked, but though the mob have been 
howling across the street from it no attack 
has been made as yet. 
Citizens, irrespective 
of party, are intensely indignant. 
The 
transparencies carried in the Democratic pro­ 
cession Saturday night were directed to the 
Chinese, and this, with a constant repetition 
of the Garfield forgery are the cause* of the 
riot. There is a dangerous night ahead. The 
Chinese population here cannot exceed 150, 
all told, and from the beginning of this dis­ 
graceful riot not a single incident is reported 
of anyone of them having resisted the on­ 
slaught. 
[SECOND 
DISPATCH.] 
Denver, October 31st.—At this 
time 
(11:30) everything is quiet, the mob having 
dispersed ; hut a large police force is patrol- 
inj the streets, and the militia aro ready for 
action at a moment’s notice. The report of 
the Chinaman having his ears cut off is a mis­ 
take, but several had their cues cut off. All 
the saloons are closed, with orders to 
remain so until after the election. The riot­ 
ers gutted every China house in town with two 
or three exceptions. One Chinaman was 
hung over his front door, and several badly 
beaten and wounded with stones and other 
missiles. In nearly every instance police­ 
men rescued the Chinamen through the back 
door while the mob were forcing the front 
door. Four or five rioters were slightly 
wounded, one seriously, being shot in the 
right side. 
[THIRD DISPATCn.] 
New York, November 1st—a. m.—The 
Herald's Denver special sayB : The mob is 
immense in proportion, and at 1 o’clock to­ 
night is going through the streets visiting all 
the Chinese houses and gutting them. An 
extra force of police and Deputy Sheriffs, 
numbering quite 2,000, have been sworn in, 
and have once fired with blank cart­ 
ridges into the mob. The last report is 
that one Chinaman, far up town, was 
killed outright. 
Many persons have been 
knocked down. There are thousands of peo­ 
ple on the streets, and the air is full of cries, 
“ The Chinese must go,” and “ Hurrah for 
Hancock.” Intense excitement prevails, and 
there is great fear of the consequences. The 
mob is unorganized, and has develo[>ed no 
leader, which is one saving feature. 


T ur ¡dea which has prevailed that the Kuklux 
were simply rough, lawless, irresponsible young 
rowdies is a singularly absurd reflection on the 
“ best ” classes—their'power and inherited author­ 
ity over their poorer neighbors. 
The minority 
which forced an overwhelming majority into what 
the victims themselves termed “ the rich man’s war 
and the poor man's fight,” is still omnipotent in the 
domain of Southern public opinion. If they had 
disapproved of the doings of these men, the Klan 
would have shriveled before the first breath of de­ 
nunciation.—[Judge Tourgee. 


No M o r e A r t if ic ia l L im b s.— Surgeon- 
General J. K. Barnes, U. S. A., issues a 
circular in which he says : “ The appro­ 
priation for supplying artificial limbs dur­ 
ing the year ending June 30, 1881, is now 
so far exhausted that no more orders, 
either for limbs in kind or for commuta­ 
tion, can be issued until further provision 
shall have been made by Congress. 
The 
small balance unexpended will be required 
to pay claims already approved.”

The two Indians shot on the Skagit 
river, in Washington Territory, some two 
wffeks since by a white man, and reported 
dead, atm still tiring and are likely to re­ 
cover. 
Thrashing is about finished now in every 
portion of Contra Cosla conntv, but there 
is still much grain out in the fields to bo 
baultd to the shipping points or got under 
•cover for the winter. 
A Virginia City artist is painting two 
large historical pictures—one illustrating 
the discovery of silver in Nevada, and the 
other a California picture representing the 
arrival of the r.iail-carrier in a mining 
camp in the early days. 
The first number of the Herald, pub­ 
lished at Gridley, Eutte county, has made 
its 
appearance. 
Its columns are full 
of interesting lceal news, and its advertis­ 
ing patronage is excellent. 
In fact, its ap. 
pearance indicates that it has “ come to 
stay.” 
The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad has had a contract let for sinking 
four artesian wells between San Marcial 
and the Jorhada, Col. 
In order to secure 
a sufficient supply of water while these 
wells are being sunk, the company will 
have four large tanks built at San Marcial. 
The Contra Costa Gazette says : From 
such information as we have been able to 
obtain, we arc convinced that the aggre­ 
gate wheat product of the county this rea­ 
son exceeds 50,(*00 tons, or 1,000,000 cen­ 
tals, and much the larger portion of this 
quantity is still held by the producers, 
comparatively little having been yet sold. 
The San Bernardino Index gives the 
following statistics of the honey produc­ 
tion of that connty for the past year : Ex­ 
tracted honey, .350,000 pounds; comb 
honey, 100,000 pounds. 
There are at 
present about 6,000 staud of bees in that 
county, and it is estimated that the num. 
ber at the commencement of the season 
was 4,000, an increase of fifty per cent. 
At a special meeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors of the State insane Asylum at 
Stockton Friday the acceptance of the bid 
of Terrell & Slaven of Sau Francisco for 
the construction of the new asylum was 
rescinded, and the bond accompanying it 
canceled. 
A resolution authorizing the 
Secretary of the Beard to communicate 
with the State officers to obtain their con­ 
sent for the awarding of the contract to the 
next lowest bidder was adopted. 
Graders on the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road are now engaged between Glendive, 
the point of intersection with the Yellow­ 
stone, and the mcuth of Powder river. 
Before reaching the Little M issonri there 
is a cut of eleven feet through a bed of 
coal or lignite. 
Flat cars can be run under 
the walls of this cut. and easily loaded 
with coal, which is utilized in making the 
embankment further o d, as are also the 
petrified stumps of trees found along the 
many odd-shaped geological formations of 
the Bad Lands.

scruples, and no shame. N either Mr. Bar­ 
num nor any other rogue cau invent libels 
or forgeries too infamous for tho average 
Democratic paper to accept, endorse, and 
make the most of. 
The manner in which 
the Democratic press throughout the country 
has seized the Morey forgery and paraded 
it, carefully suppressing every evidence 
of its falsity, Í3 pregnant w ith suggestive 
thoughts as tc the moral status of that 
press. 
No such uniformity of dishonesty 
could have been instanced among Republi­ 
can journals. 
Had the Republican N a­ 
tional Committee been base enough to have 
invented such 
a 
fraud, there 
would 
have been an immediate outcry, and hun­ 
dreds of influential journals all over the 
country would have denounced and repu­ 
diated the outrage, and plainly told the 
committee th at they preferred party defeat 
to success obtained by such infamous 
methods. 
But the Democratic press has 
coarsely and unhesitatingly lent itself to

N ew Y o k e, October 30th.—There was an 
immense crowd of spectators at the examina­ 
tion of Phiip this morning. A t 11 o’clock 
Jud-e Davis oidered the doors of the Court­ 
room closed. 
The police had great difficulty 
in preserving order, so closely was the room 
packed. 
District Attorney Bell asked for additional 
time for the att-ndance of his witnesses from 
Washington. Whereupon Howe, for the de­ 
fense, said : “ In order that no time may be 
lost, we ask you to allow us to call to the 
stand three wituesses from Washington. 
These gentlemen are Geor. e Weddeslmrn, 
Mayor Hallett and Mr. Wilson, by whom it 
is expected to prove the genuineness of the 
letter from examinations they have made 
with documents written by General G a.field 
on file in Washington.” 
Mr. Bell objected, saying counsel would 
hive plenty of lime during the day to exam­ 
ine them. 
Mr. Howe—With that I am sati.-fied. 
Daniel T. Ames, an expert, recalled by the 
prosecution, testified : I have examined the 
Morey envelope with 
exhibits A to K, 
aud the handwriting is similar. 
I t does not 
rtsembie exhibits 1 aud 2 (Rockwell aud 
•Jewell’s letters). 
The handwriting on the 
Morey euvtlope is the work of the same man 
who wrote exhibits marked A to K. 
Cross examined—X know Geoige Simpson, 
Jr. 
I do not regard him as an expert. 
He 
is simply a copyist. 
1 was editor of the 
Penman’s A rt Journal in May, 1877. Mr. 
liowe showed witness a copy of the Journal, 
iu which Mr. Simpson was spoken oí as ” a 
well-known roundhand writer and profes­ 
sional expert.” 
Q — Did you write that article? A .—I 
don’t recollect. 
Q.—Well, what is your opinion of him now 
as au expert? 
A.—I won’t express an 
opinion. 
Q —Come, Mr. A m es; we have no falsa 
delicacy? A.—I decline to answer. 
Howe—Well, you may go. [Laughter.] 
Bell then asked the indulgence of the 
Court for a few minutes, sajiag his associate 
counsel, with a witness from Washiugton, 
were expected every moment. 
A POSTAL CLERK’S TESTIMONY. 
W. A. Chauser testified : I have been can­ 
cel clerk in the Washington Postoffice all this 
year. The cancel btamp on the Morey letter 
has not been used in our office this year. 
The stamp used was a combination stamp, 
marking the postage stamp aud giving the 
date at the same time. 
The stamp in the 
M rey letter is made, I should think, by a 
steel stamp. 
I am not able to say if the 
atlixed ottieo cancellation btamp on the po.t- 
age stamp on the envelope was no: usc.i in 
January-last. 
It was first used about the 
middle of February. 
Witness produced tho 
form of stamp used piriór to February. Con­ 
tinuing, he testified (pruducing stamp used 
after February)—The use of stamps was dis 
continued ab >ut tlie 15:h of February, and 
these were then put in use. 
Cross-examined—CoL D. B. A ingería Post­ 
master at Washington. I have seen the state­ 
ment made by him ia the newspapers rec -fit­ 
ly. 
He is my supeiior. 
I don’t know that 
he caused the statement to he published that 
the chufiges of stamps Í have referred to were 
made April 13ih. 1 never heard such a state­ 
ment. 
Colonel D. B. Ainger testified—I have been 
Postmaster of the City of Washington since 
January 13th last. 
I never saw the Morey 
envelope. 
Canceling stamps in the Post­ 
office have not been the same since I was ap­ 
pointed. 
Tho stamps in use now were rot in 
use January last. 
The change was made iu 
February. 
The stamp on the Morey letter 
was not iu use in the office in January last— 
at least not on and after the 13th. 
Cross-examined—Know the business of my 
office, though it is impossible to know all the 
details. There is more important duty than 
a thorough knowledge of canceling stamps. 
One of our duties is to see that letters are 
properly receipted and stamped. 
I do not 
know the precise date oi the change of stamp. 
I did not rnakp the statement that the change 
of stamps were not effected until the 13th of 
ApriL 
That statement was published. 
THE CANCELING STAMP. 
Redirect—That statement was aot an offi­ 
cial one. 
I saw the fac simile of the envelope 
in The Truth, and I thought I might have 
made an error. 
I examined the stamp on it, 
and then sent for my Assistant Postmaster, 
and directed him to ascertain the exact time 
at which the stamps were changed, and it 
was in February. Then I went to the man 
who made the stamp, aud lie informed me 
that lie wns paid on February 13:h, hut that 
he had delivered the stamps some time before. 
The new stamps were put in use between the 
loth and 19th of February. 
Examined by Brooks for defense—1 did not 
see -Marshall Jewell befare the publication of 
the statements until last night. I came to 
New York, not knowing 1 was subpenaed. 
I came because I was interested officially in 
this trial. 
I came to New York last night. 
District Attorney Bell then called Colonel 
Bliss to the stand. 
He testified : I am the 
complainant, and I selected tne Rockwell let­ 
ter as comparison. 
I saw it on the morning 
of the 26th. I saw the Jewell letter after. The 
Rockwell letter was selected, because it was 
desired to have one that could be photo­ 
graphed with the Jewell letter, and because 
it was also the nearest in date to the alleged 
Jlorey letter. 
Cross-examined—I saw all the papers in the 
case, or nearly all. 
1 saw the exhibits, but 
did not know that they were stolen. 
I asked 
if it came directly through the hands of Lruis 
J . Post, and I was informed it did not. 
THE CASE TOE THE DEFENSE, 
Mr, Bell then stated that he rested the case, 
reserving the privilege, however, of calling as 
witnesses expert Hoyle and the Lynn Post­ 
master, with one of the clerks. 
Counsel Howe—May it please the Court, it 
is a matter of congratulation that the prose­ 
cution has terminated their so called case. 
We are delighted to have an opportunity to 
prove the innocence of Mr. rhilp, and inci­ 
dentally, of course, in behalf of the news­ 
paper called Truth. This defense will sub­ 
s antiate the letter as published, and prove 
the genuineness cf James A. Garfield’s signa­ 
ture. 
While we have the right to ask your 
honor to dismiss the case on the testimony ad­ 
duced, we feel we have a higher duty than 
that. 
I desire to state on behalf of Mr. 
H art and Mr. Philp, that Rogers’ examina­ 
tion in this case has been a fair one. 
We 
pro[K>se to prove that the letter and envelope 
were received by Mr. H art, who will prove 
how and from where he received them, and 
until after the publication of the fac simile, 
Mr. Philp never saw the letter. 
We will 
prove Mr. Morey’s existence. 
We will call 
his executors, and will call experts to dis­ 
prove the expert official testimony of the 
prosecution. 
We will produce gentlemen 
occupying high positions, who will testify to 
the genuineness of Garfield's signature. 
We 
will also show beyond a doubt that the letter 
is not iu the handwriting of Philp, but is a 
bona fide signature of the Republican Presi­ 
dential nominee. 
At the conclu-ion of Mr. 
Howe’s speech applause was heard, and 
Judge Davis ordered the officers to put 
those out whom they knew to have offended, 


PHILP 19 ABSENT. 
The prosecution then called Philp, who 
was absent, and then Supervisor John A. 
Davenport, who, Mr. Bell announced, had 
left as soon as Mr. Howe began to speak. 
Mr. Bell was then called by :he defense, 
and testified that he had the original papers 
on which the warrant was ironed. 
The 
origiaal manuscript of the article. “ Lying 
and Sticking to It,” was handed to him at the 
rooms <-f the Republican Nation.il Commit­ 
tee. Couldn’t say how it camo there. 
Mr. I T - u ah ton being called, he said be was 
for the prosecution. Did not know how the 
manuscript came from the Truth cffice. 
Mr. Knox testified to the same effect, ex­ 
cept that Davenport had it. 
J udge Davis said he objected to a recess, as 
it might necessitate sitting on Sunday, but h« 
would sit until the clock struck 12 to-night, if 
counsel agreed. This was satisfactory all 
round, and recess was taken for a few min­ 
utes for dinner. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Judge Davis again took his seat on the 
bench at 2 o’clock. 
Philp was present with 
a lady, and attracted much attention. 
Some 
delay ensued after the opening of Court. Mr. 
Bell, for the prosecution, asked, as the delay 
was not of their seeking, that he be permitted 
to call Joseph E Payne ae a witness. 
The 
Court consented, and Payne testified: The 
Morey letter and envelope were in the same 


handwriting as that of the manuscript of the 
editorial, “ Lying and Sticking to It,” pub­ 
lished in Truth. The editorial, it is admit­ 
ted, was written by Philp. 
The defense called Andrew McLean. He 
testified: I am manager of tlie Brooklyn 
Eagle, and have known -Mr. Philp twelve 
years. 
I know his handwriting well, as dur­ 
ing these years he and I have been working 
in the same office. I have seen him write 
almost daily. 
I now see for the first time 
the original Morey letter and envelope, and 
from my knowledge of Mr. Pbilp’s handwrit­ 
ing I have no doubt whatever but that it is 
not in the handwriting of Philp. He has not 
been in the habit of spelling companies in the 
way it is spelt here. 
I must have edited 
nearly 1,000 Columns of Mr. Pnilp’a matter, 
and have never known him to spell such 
words iu that way. 
I have been editor of 
the Eagle for eight years, and duriDg that 
time James McDermott was never on the 
paper. 
I know his reputation, and would 
not believe him under oath, if there was any 
temptation for him to testify. 
James Gordon, a member of tlie Brooklyn 
Eagle's staff, and engaged with Philp iu com­ 
pilation of a dramatic work, testified : I am 
positive the Morey letter is not in Mr. Philp's 
handwriting. 
I never knew Mr. Philp to 
spell the plural of words ending in “ ies” 
“ vs,” as “ companies” is spelled. 
James 
McDermott’s character for veracity is not 
good. 
Frederick Churson, also of the Brooklyn 
Eagle, gives similar testimony. 
William S. Harvey, a graduate of Oxford 
University, England, and fourteen years the 
associate of Mr. Philp iu editorial work, tes­ 
tified : The Morey letter and envelope are 
not iu Philp’s handwriting. I kuow Janies 
.McDermott, and while I have been on the 
Eagle 1 have cot known him to be a reporter 
on it. 
I would believe him under oath if 
there was a half dollar one way, and wenld 
not believe him under oath if there was a del­ 
lar the other. 
Several proof readers and the city editor cf 
the Brooklyn Eagle testified that tlie Morey 
letter was not iu the writing of Philp. 
John I. Davenport testified that Mr. Lane- 
gan, a private detective, first gave him the 
editorial manuscript of “ Lyiug and Sticking 
to It.” He didn’t sav where he got it, nor 
did witness pay him for it. 
Crosa-examiued—1 
never attempted to 
steal or get possession of the Morey letter iu 
any way. 
Had only been in Truth's office 
once iu a month, and then at the request of 
Mr. Post. 
Two Lynn workmen testified that they 
knew of the organization named the Em­ 
ployers’ Union, or somet ing like that, but 
knew little or nothing about it. The detense 
attempted to show by a v/itueRS that General 
Gai field’s vouchers for pay in Washington 
were in the same hand as the Morey letter, 
but it was ruled out as incompetent testi­ 
mony. 
The testimony of W. C. Golton was 
first ruled out, but finally received, when it 
should be shown that it contradicted Mr. 
Gaylnr’s 
testimony. 
Colton showed en­ 
velopes which he had received, aud which had 
stamps on, in spite of Mr. Gaylor’s claim 
that such letters were not so stamped. The 
prosecution claimed this evidence contra­ 
dicted nothing, because Gayl"r’s testimony 
only related to letters from Washington to 
the East, 
George Timpson testified that ha consid­ 
ered Gai field's signature and the Morey letter 
iu au identical hand. 
CLOSING PROCEEDINGS IN THE PHILP CASE. 
New Y ork, October 31st.—In the prelim­ 
inary examination yesterday in the case of 
Ktnward Phiip, charged with criminal libel 
upon General Garfield, in connection with 
the publication in the Truth of the Morey 
letter, the reporter omitted the foil wing and 
closing part of the proceedings : 
Mr. Brooke called Kenward Philp. 
Mr. 
Philp made his way through the crowd of 
spectators, amid a sensational murmur, to the 
witness stand. 
Judge Davis—Is there any prospect rf 
closing to-night? 1 am completely exhausted. 
L.r. Howe—Will your Honor permit me to 
ask oue single question—one ouiy ? Whether 
or not he wrote that letter ? 
.1 udge Davis—If you begin I would rather 
you would go on until 12 o'clock. 
Mr. Howe—I do hope that your Honor will 
permit me to ask one question— that cne 
question. 
Judge Davis—If you do, we shall go cn. 
Mr. Howe—Oh ! not if your Honor is ex­ 
hausted. 
We cannot go on with that sug­ 
gestion from your Honor; but we should 
very much like to ask the question. 
Mr. Stoughton—Oh ! no ; not if we arc 
not to go on. 
Mr. Howe—Why should you object to our 
ashing it? 
Mr. Stoughton—Why should you wish to 
ask it? 
Mr. Brooke—For the very purpose that we 
desire to it before the country, which you don’t 
desire to do. 
The onus is upon us in this 
case, and is cast upon us by the other side. 
But upon your Honor’s intimation, which is 
perfectly in accordance with what might be 
expected from sitting so long in this atmos­ 
phere, we of course cauuot go on. 
I sympa­ 
thize with your Honor’s condition, inasmuch 
as it is my own, and with my colleagues 1 
consent to an adjournment of the case with­ 
out the answer of witress. 
Judge Davis—Don’t understand me as 
asking anything of the k in d ; but if you 
commence you must proceed. 
Mr. 
Brooke—We 
have 
certainly the 
greatest indisposition to proceed under your 
Honor’s 
intimation 
of 
your 
condition. 
Surdv no injury can come by asking this de­ 
fendant one single question, and defer riug his 
exan.inati >n on other matters until Monday 
morning. 
I submit that your Honor can 
consent to that portion of it at least. 
The Court—Yon may proceed, sir, if you 
desire. 
^ 
Mr. Pryor—It is the unanimous decision of 
gentlemen on t! is side, notwithstanding our 
great desire to proceed, that we shall not pro­ 
ceed. 
The Court—I prefer now, so far as I am 
concerned, that you should proceed. 
General Pryor—We should not proceed 
now unless we are ordered to go on. 
By this time Mr. Philp had been sworn, 
and was on the stand. 
Tlie Court—While I will not order the pro­ 
ceedings to be contiuued, still it is my desire 
that it should go on. 
Mr. Howe—No, sir. 
Further examination was adjourned till 
Monday morning. 


JEWELL FALLS INTO A TRAP. 
New York, October 39th. — Barnum’s 
Committee has telegraphed to many news­ 
papers iu California aud elsewhere au affi­ 
davit, signed by the minstrel Joseph Hart, 
with a letter of Marshall Jewell to Garfis'.d, 
for the purpose of charging .Jewell with at­ 
tempting, by bribery, to suppress proofs of 
the genuineness of the Morey letter. Jewell, 
being interviewed, denounces the affidavit as 
a tissue of falsehoods, and says his letter to 
Gai field, which was perfectly proved in itself, 
was secured by H art through arrant trickery 
for fraudulent purposes, or the betrayal of 
confidence on the part of H art’s attorney. 
Judge Dittenhoffer, who isau active German 
Republican aud the first speaker to take the 
Republican stump in this campaign under 
the auspices of the National Committee, en­ 
joying the fullest confidence of Jewell and hi, 
associates. On Tuesday Dittenhoffer told 
Jewell that he had been attorney for the 
Truth newspaper since its organization, and 
as such attorney desired to arrange an in­ 
terview between Jewell and H a rt; that Hart 
and his associates, while professing to the 
public to believe that the Chines.- letter was 
genuiue, were in fact convinced to the con­ 
trary aud that it was a forgery, and had pro­ 
posed to make a retraction of the charges al­ 
ready published. Jewell believing such a re­ 
traction by the paper, ore of whoBe editors 
had forged the letter, would be its most ef­ 
fective denial, met H art as requested at 
Dittenhoffer’s office on Tuesday afternoon, 
and stated that nothing but an unqualified 
retraction would be satisfactory. _ H art en­ 
deavored to secure Jewell’s promise, accom­ 
panied by a letter to Garfield, that this re­ 
traction by the paper would secure the 
abandonment of the 
proceedings against 
Kenward Philp, the alleged forger. This 
Jewell flatly refused, but insisted that the 
forger would be punished, aud to the full ex • 
tent of the law. H art then offered to publish 
a retraction on condition that Dittenhoffer 
should have the benefit of the same if any 
benefit was to be derived therefrom by auy- 
body. To this Jewell had do objection, and 
at the earnest request of Dittenhoffer and 
Hart, wrote the letter to Garfield, and gave 
it into Dittenhoff.-r’a possession. 
How H art 
subsequently obtained it for publication Dit- 
tauhoffer is expected to explain to-night. It 
ia now apparent that H art’s purpose in seek­ 
ing the interview was to secure from Jewell, 
through Dittenhoffer, a letter which should 
compromise bith Jewell and Garfield, and 
wliich he wvuld publish as an < ffer of a bribe. 
The cautious phraseology of the letter, how­ 
ever, excludes that interpretation of it, and 
its publication here has fallen flit. No prop­ 
osition looking to the abandonment of Philp’s 
prosecution has been entertained for a mo­ 
ment. 
DITTESHOEFFER EXPLAINS. 


Judge 
Dittenhoeffer 
confirms 
Jewell’s 
statements in all points. 
He says that he 
went to New Y"ork on Monday, being sum­ 
moned bv telegraph. 
H art there told him 
he had doubts about the Morey letter and 
wanted the Judge to see Jew tll about it. 
The Judge thought he desired him to act as 
mediator in case of trouble with the authori­ 
ties. 
He saw Jewell, who desired Truth to 
make a retraction, but on calling on H art 
again the conduct of Davenport toward him 
in the afternoon had determinad him not to 
seek any moderation. He vrent home think­ 
ing the matter had been dropped. Next 
morning, however, he received another dis­ 
patch from Hart, ar. j on gniDg to the office 
of Truth H art requested him to again see 
Jewtll, as he was convinced the letter was a 


forgery. 
He said Truth wanted no money 
nor any other consideration lor making this 
admission, but thought Judge Dittenhoeffer 
should receive whatever benefit was to come 
from it, and requested him to impress that 
particularly on Jewell. 
On communicating 
to Jewell he wrote the letter which has now 
been published. 
“ No office, r.o consider­ 
ation, was mentioned between us—Jewell 
and myself — and no suggestion of the 
United States 
District Attorneyship, or 
any other office, was at any time mode 
by Mr. H art to me. 
I showed the letter to 
H art, who then requested permission to show 
it to Post. 
I gave him the letter and he left 
the office. In the light of subsequent events I 
confess there has been oue error, but consid­ 
ering our previous relations, the great friend­ 
ship borne to me by Post, it was natural 
enough that I should do so.

truth, that it stated on its face that The 
Truth, had been deceived, and having found 
out that the Chinese letter was not genuine, 
they offered to frankly confess it.” Ditten­ 
hoeffer afterwards heard that The Truth in­ 
tended to publish a fac-siinile of the Jeweli 
letter, and sought both H art and Post. Hart 
told him he would not publish the letter if 
Jewell would stop the prosecution of Philp. 
This Dittenhoeffer declined to accede to, and 
hence the publication of the letter. 
THE FOEGERT ADMITTED. 
New York, October 30th.—Judge A .-Dit­ 
tenhoffer, a prominent lawyer of this city, 
and the attorney of the Truth newsnaper since 
its establishment, published to-day in the 
New York newspapers a letter in which he 
states that on two occasions the proprietors 
of that paper admitted to him that the letter 
was a forgery, and sought his advice as to the 
wisdom of the Truth coming out squarely and 
admitting that it had been imposed on and 
making such reparation as they ciuld. Judge 
Dittenhoffer advised them to do so, and ;:.e

Wednesday 
the 
following : 
“ Since the publication of General Garfield's 
explicit denial we are in doubt as to tho 
authenticity of the Morey letter.”

THE FIGURES ON THE ENVELOPE. 
Chicago, October 31st.—The Times' special 
from Boston regarding the Philp matter aud 
the Morey letter, says : James F. Bahcock, 
of this city, writes to an evening paper that 
the figures on the envelope which purports to 
have contained this now famous epistle are 
such figures as might naturally be made on 
any old scrap of paper, or have been inten­ 
tionally placed there by some person to give 
the envelope an appearance of age, probably 
the latter, as shown, says the writer, *' by the 
fact that they occur in several places where 
there have been erasures which they are in­ 
tended to conceal. 
A careful examination 
which I made of tho photograph of the en­ 
velope of the Morey letter shows a very r- - 
markable resemblance between these figur 
and those in the date of the letter. 
The fac­ 
similes do not show these resemblances neaiiy 
so well as the photographs, but anyone can 
compare the “ 2 ” in “ 23” of the letter with 
the “ 2 ” in “ 11,729” just above the “ 26” 
on the envelope, or which the “ 2 ” iu “ 24” 
under the printed “ U. S.,” cr with the “ 2 ” 
in "12.i” over the personal, or the “ 8s” or 
“ 3s” or “ Oi” in the two specimens, and 
judge for himself. No one will claim that 
General Garfield wrote the figures on the 
“ M orey” envelope. The person who did 
make them made the date in the “ M orey” 
letter. 
The person who wrote the date wrote 
the letter. 
It was nut General Ga:field, and 
h:s figures are totally unlike any either on 
the envelope or in the date of tho letter 
itself.” 
MRS. MOREY EXPLAINS—ANOTHER FORGERY. 
Chicago, October 31st.—The T ines' Bos­ 
ton special gives a long discussion of the 
Morey letter, and the affidavit made by Mrs. 
Morey that she had no son cdled H. L. Mo­ 
rey, and sayH a reporter with two other gen­ 
tlemen visited Mrs. Morey, who s'sted that 
she had made contradictory affiiavits about 
H. L. Morey, but affirmed that she never 
heard of any person by the name of hi. L. 
Morey : that she signed no paper saving that 
H. E. Morey had visited her.

trary, the pap-r that she did sign was written 
“ Mr. Morey ;” that the person who brought 
the affidavit for her to sign was a stranger to 
her, and she agreed with him not to sign any 
other paper contradicting the affidavit then 
made ; cut she was confident that no such

Morey 
was on 
the 
paper. 
It 
was 
written simply “ Mr. 
Morey,” and the person who brought the paper 
to her said the person was of no account. The 
reporter continued : The whole sum and sub­ 
stance of the affidavit published from Demo­ 
cratic sources is that a fc-rgery has been com­ 
mitted by inserting the letters " I I. L.” be­ 
fore the word “ Morey.” Clara A. Morey is 
an elderly lady, a nurse by occupation, and 
has reached her second childhood. 
When

EJECTION POLICE LAW. 
Anticipating that the election to-morrow 
will be earnestly contested, and to prever.t 
disturbance and enforce the law, Chief 
Karcher will cause the observance of the 
statute in relation to the sale of intoxicating 
beverages on election days, so far as the 
palice force at his con.maud is ill enable him 
to do so. The following is the statute upon 
the subject, approved March 7, 1S<4 : 
Section 1. It shall not be la» ful for any person or 
persons keeping a public hiaise, saloon or drinking 
place, either licensed or unlicensed, to sell, give 
away, or furnish spirituous or malt liquors, wine, 
or any other intoxicating beverages, ou any !>art of 
any day set apart, or to be set apart, fur any general 
or special . lection by the citizens, in any tlecuon 
dis*rict or precinct in nny of the counties within the 
State, where an election b iu progress, during 
the hours when by law iu said district or precinct 
the election polls arc required to be kept opea. 
The penalty for violation of this section is 
imprisonment in the County Jail fora term 
not to exceed fíx months, or a tine not to ex­ 
ceed $500, or both, at the discretion of the 
Court. 
The following is the detail of officers for 
to-morrow, made by the Chief of Police: 
First ward, officer Jackson, and CafTsrty. lo­ 
cal ; Precinct No 2, officer Ferral, and Coffee 
local; Precinct No. 2i, officers Smith and 
< 'ampbell, and Karcher, local; Precinct No. 
3, officer Wood, and Martin, local; Precinct 
No. 3i, officer Rider, and Stanardt, local; 
Precinct No. 4, officers Lee and Frederick; 
Precinct No. 4J. officer Frazee, and Ostwaldt, 
loc tl. Chief Karcher wiil also request the co­ 
operation of the Sheriff and his deputies in 
maintaining the above law.

— As personal 
opinions of the result of the election which

derstood, the following section of the Penal 
Code may be of interest: “ Section 60. 
Every person who ' makes, offers, or accepts 
any bet or wager upon the result of any elec­ 
tion, or upon the success or failure of any 
person or candidate, or upon the number of 
v .tes to he ca-t, either in the aggregate or 
for any particular candidate, or upoD the 
rote to bs c»st by any person, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor.” It will be seen that violation 
of the statute against bettirg does not dis­ 
franchise persons from voting who offer or 
accrpta bet, but makes them liable to pun­ 
ishment for misdemeanor, which punishment 
is by imprisonment in the County Jail not 
exceeding six mouths, or by a fiae not ex­ 
ceeding $500, or by both.

A num­ 
ber of negroes belonging to one of the clubs 
in attendance at the meeting, supposing the 
policeman fired the shot, ran him into a 
saloon. 
Great excitement immediately pre­ 
vailed. and a number of shots were fired into 
the crowd and four or five men wounded. 
The crowd scattered in all directions, and 
some assert a party of roughs assaulted the 
negroes. 
The meeting was broken up, and 
the greatest excitement existed until a large 
force of police appeared and restored order.

Omaha, October 30th.—The trial of C. It. 
Allen, former Union Pacific express agent at 
Sidney, on a charge of grand larceny, termi­ 
nated yesterday at Sidney in his acquittal.
